Harbuck receives Bronze Star medal

Dallas Harbuck spent a career in 


the military, retiring as a Ist Sgt., 
and knows proper procedures can 
sometimes become a_ bureaucratic 
mess. It was no exception when he 
was ask to help re-establish the 
paper trail to confirm the Bronze 
Star medal he (Harbuck) earned 
while serving in Vietnam during 
1965. 

Harbuck has assembled copies of 
over 50 pieces of correspondence 
which he has either sent or received 
in an effort to correct the records on 
this award. The story climaxed on 
November 18th, 1994 when the De- 
partment of the Army issued orders 
authorizing the presentation of the 
Bronze Star to Dallas R. Harbuck, 
U. S. Army retired. 

Thirty years after his heroic deeds 
were Officially recognized and after 
he had retired from military service, 
Harbuck was officially awarded the 
Bronze Star medal in ceremonies at 
Ft. Riley, KS. 

Ironically, 1st Sgt. Harbuck 
thought he was supposed to receive 
Army Commendation Medal, (the 
third of his outstanding career). 
However, after the commander who 
originally recommended him for 
meritorious service reviewed HIS 
records of the events, it was de- 
termined that it was in fact the more 
prestigious Bronze Star which had 
heen recommended. 

Both Harbuck and his former 
commander, now retired Lt. Colonel 
Max Tadlock, were invited to Ft. Ri- 
ley for the presentation ceremony. 

Travel orders authorized the two 
to travel to Ft. Riley on March 27, 
1995 for three days of ceremonies 
and other official activities. 

While in Kansas for the cer- 
emonies, Harbuck accepted an in- 
Vitation to undergo PT training with 
his old unit. After returning to Cof- 
fee County, AL, he reflected favor- 
ably on that participation and the 
warm, enthusiast reception he re- 
ceived from the young men of the 
present D Btry, Ist Bn, 5th Arty. 

Harbuck was serving with Battery 
D, Ist Battalion, 5th Field Artillery 
at the time of his actions and this 
unit, the oldest artillery unit still on 
active duty, is now stationed at the 
Kansas base. The presentation’ was 
made by the former commander of- 
ficer who originally recommended 
him for the honor. 


The narrative accompanying Har- 
buck’s award recommendation read 
as follows: “Sergeant Dallas R. Har- 
buck is cited for outstanding mer- 
itorious service during the period 1 
October 1965 to 30 september 1966, 
while serving as 105 Howitzer Sec-

tion Chief, D, Battery, 1st Battalion, 
5th Artillery, Ist Infantry Division in 
the Republic of Vietnam. Through- 
out this period, Sergeant Harbuck 
consistently exhibited pro- 
fessionalism, leadership skills, and 
courage in the face of the enemy. He 
mentored and led his _ soldiers 
through many demanding missions, 
providing superb artillery support 
fore the Ist Infantry Division. Dur- 
ing one of the battery’s tactical 
movements, an enemy soldier hurled 
an incendiary device onto an am- 
munition trailer. Sergeant Harbuck 
immediately dismounted his vehicle, 
unhooked the trailer which was by 
then engulfed in flames, and enlisted 
the help of others to tow it into a 
clearing away from the convoy. As 
the commander began to approach, 
Sergeant Harbuck ran in front of him 
to prevent him from nearing the ve- 
hicle only seconds before it ex- 
ploded. In the face of many hard- 
ships, Sergeant Harbuck never 
faltered and continuously provided 
encouragement to his men. Sergeant 
Harbuck’s outstanding performance 
of duty was in keeping with the 
proudest traditions of the military 
service and reflects distinct credit 
upon him, the Ist Infantry Division, 
and the United States Army.” 

The papers assembled by Har- 
buck begin with dates as far back as 
1966. They include correspondence 
with various military headquarters 
and elected officials, including Sen- 
ator Richard Shelby, Representative 
Terry Everett, the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff and the President. His former 
commander, in frustration, even 
wrote the TV news program “60 
Minutes.” about what was in several 
letters referred to as “BS” sur- 


rounding the long delay in correcting 
the records to allow the presentation 
of the 30 year old award. 

News releases from Ft, Riley 
quoted Col. Tadlock following the 
March ceremonies, “It was ost 
indescribable because, first off, he 
(Harbuck) was in uniform,” he said. 
“He looked like a very proud soldier 
who finally got his recognition.” 

Tadlock described Harbuck’s ex- 
pression as, “The look I saw in his 
face was the same as I saw in those 
returning Vietnam vets I met at stand 
downs,” he said. 

“It’s a look of relief. It’s a look 
of, ‘Someone did care’ It’s a look 
that says, “What I did, did make a 
difference.'” 

Harbuck has no regrets for his 
service in Vietnam. He’s is still a 
proud patriot and says he will always 
be a soldier. 

Harbuck said of his visit to Ft. Ri- 
ley, “It was the most inspiring mo- 
ment in my career and I’ve done a 
lot,” he said. “I didn’t really expect 
it to be that great but it was. They 
treated me like a king.” 

Dallas Rodney Harbuck was in- 
ducted into the Armed Forces of the 
United States on October 4th, 1961. 
His orders read for him to report to 
“Local Board No. 16, Southern Ben- 
efit Life Building: Elba, Alabama at 
7:30 a.m. for forwarding to an 
Armed Forces Induction Station.”

Locally, a member of the Coffee 
County Commission was also affect- 
ed by the problem in the retirement 
system. 

Since the first of the year, Com- 
missioner Bemest Brooks has been 
serving “without pay” due to the fact 
that he was receiving compensation 
from the retirement system. 

Brooks, prior to being elected to 
the commission, had retired from the 
state after being employed as a plan- 
ner with the Alabama Department of 
Economic and Community Affairs. 

After learning of the problem 
dealing with his receiving retirement 
compensation and commissioner's 
pay, Brooks elected to “give up” his 
commissioner pay until the matter 
could be resolved, 

Under normal circumstances, it 
would have been illegal for Commis- 
sioner Brooks to serve without pay; 
however, due to a ruling by the 
courts, he was allowed to do so until 


the matter could be resolved. 
The signing of the bill by the 
Governor settled the matter. 


The new law allows persons who 
are receiving a retirement benefit 
from the State Employee Retirement 
System or the Teachers Retirement 
System to hold public office and re- 
ceive both their retirement benefit 
and their compensation as elected of- 
ficials. 

It also allows retirees to return to 
work for public employers on a part- 
time basis, as long as they do not 
earn more than the base allowed un- 
der federal Social Security 
($11,200.00 annually), 

It is recommended that the act 
(Act 95-203) be read carefully as 
there are certain conditions that must 
be met before a retired employee can 
return to work.

in torments.” From his 
place of torment the rich 
man saw Lazarus with 
Abraham “afar off,” but 
this surely afforded little 
comfort, while we do read 
that “Lazarus was com- 
forted.” The rich man then 
asked Abraham to send 
Lazarus back to earth to 
warn his five brothers “lest 
they come into this place of 
torment.” He did not wish 
his brothers to join him in 
hell. “Misery” among those 
cast out of God’s presence, 
then, does not “love com- 
pany.” 

The story is brought to 
a close as Abraham refuses 
the rich man’s request, ex- 
plaining that if his brothers 
did not “hear” the Word of 
God, “neither will they be 
persuaded though one rose 
from the dead” (Luke 
16:31). 


The way to avoid the lot 
of the rich man, then, is to 
believe the Word of God, 
particularly that part of the 
Word which tells how 
"Christ died for our sins” 
that we might be justified 
by grace through faith.

Take The Bite Out Of Your Summer 


Richard Petcher, Assoc, County Agent 


Over the last several weeks we 
have had numerous calls concerning 
fire ants. I hope this article answers 
some of your questions, 

Last week, one gentleman wid 
me that he had suffered from a fall. 
It was over an hour before anyone 
came to help him. Besides his back 
being injured, his major suffering 
was from bites from fire ants. An- 
other gentleman had one of his 
calves die from fire ants. This calf 
was born in a fire ant mound. How- 
ever, fire ants are not too big a prob- 
lem except for the minor stings that 
most of us get. 

Alabama’s claim to fame is that 
red imported fire ants first came to 
America through the port of Mobile 
in the early 1930's. In the 1960's, ar- 
madillos migrated here from Texas. 
They eat fire ants. However, they too 
are a menace. 

Generally, fire ants can be elimi- 
nated on a site at any given time; the 
problem is that reinfestation from 
surrounding, unmanaged areas can- 
not be prevented. In fact, once fire 
ants and other predatory insects, in- 
cluding other ants, are eliminated 
from a site, reinfestation can occur 
without competition, Anything that 
disturbs the colony usually causes 
the fire ants to relocate. 

There are two ways to treat ants - 
either by chemical or cultural con- 
trol. And you can either spot treat or 
broadcast. When you visit a farm 
store, you find there are many chem- 
icals for ants. The’ chemical treat- 
ments include dusts, granules, bait, 
drench, injection, and fumigation. 

The dust treatment of mounds 
should be done in the mid to late af- 
temoon. Apply when the soil is not 


too wet or too and it is not ex- 
pected to rain for 24 hours. 
The ular formulations are ap- 


plied by sprinkling a measured 
amount of insecticide granules on or 
around the mound. 

The baits should not be confused 
with granular insecticides. Although 
baits have an insecticide in them, 
they have a food covering that 
makes them attractive to the ants. 
The insecticides in them are slow 
acting, allowing the worker ants to 
take the bait back to the other ants 
and eventually the queen. Baits usu- 
ally work better to eliminate the en- 
tire colony. Mid to late day applica- 
tions of baits are more effective 
because ants are out foraging then, 

Drenches are another type of for- 
mulation of insecticides. These re- 
quire mixing the insecticide in water 
and pouring it into the mound. 

Another method is to use mound 
injections, These are done with aero- 
sol containers provided with injec- 
tion rods, The rod is inserted into the 
ground and the toxicant is released. 

Another method is mound fumi- 
gation. In this case the undiluted liq- 
uid is poured into the mound. The 
liquid sinks into the ground because 
it is heavier than air and vaporizes 
and this kills the ants. 

I have heard of several other non- 
chemical remedies for controlling 
fire ants, The most famous of these 
is grits. Supposedly, the ants eat the 
grits and this swells in their stomach 
and they burst. I don’t have any re- 
search to document this recommen- 
dation, but supposedly it works, An- 
other method is to pour hot boiling 
water onto the mound, About two 
gallons of boiling water does the 
job. Another method is to simply 
mix the ants from two mounds. 
Anytime you stir a mound, it does 
cause the ants to relocate. Frequent 
stirring of an ant mound seems to re- 
duce the population. Close mowing 
your lawn or bushhogging in your 
pasture also helps. Gasoline will re- 
duce the ants also, but of course gas- 


- oline is not labeled for this use and 


will kill the . One old timer 
told me that if you sprinkle bone 
meal in your garden, this will elimi- 
nate ants. According to an organic 
garden book, the plant tansy can be 
grown to repel ants and a spray solu- 
tion from coriander will also repel 


ants. 
The method of broadcasting or 
spot treating is the other question

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you may have, I usually recommend 
spot treating. If you are not happy 
with the results, especially in your 
home yard, you may want to broad- 
cast with a bait and then come back 
and spot treat with an insecticide. 

For the most part it is not feasible 
to treat for fire ants in most pasture 
situations. It usually requires several 
treatments to control any fire any 
situation since reinfestation almost 
always occurs. It is usually best to 
treat for fire ants in the early spring 
around April and then again in the 
fall in September or October. 

Remember, with any insecticide 
to read the label and apply accord- 
ing to the directions.

New Agency 
Combines Farm 
Service Functions 


There’s a new kid on the block-- 
and it’s the Farm Service Agency 
(FSA). 

“It came into being last month, 
when President Clinton signed into 
law a restructuring plan for the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture (USDA) 
that will improve the way USDA 
agencies do business in Alabama,” 
said Fred Denman, acting chairman 
of the Alabama FSA Committee. 

The FSA will administer com- 
modity price and income support 
programs, farm ownership and oper- 
ating loans and the federal crop in- 
surance program. The new agency 
combines all or part of three agen- 
cies familiar to farmers and ranch- 
ers--the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, the Farm- 
ers Home Administration, and the 
Federal Crop Insurance Corpora- 
tion. Other loans offered by the for- 
mer FmHA will be assigned to a 
new rural development agency. 

At the local level, farmer elected 
committee members will continue to 
oversee farm program administration 
and will take on additional duties in 
overseeing other FSA programs.

You’ve seen that commercial--the 
young couple is checking everything 
off, but they’re about to forget the 

+baby! Food safety is another critical 
factor you don’t want to forget at the 
beach. It’s as important as water and 
boating safety. 

Here are some tips to help ensure 
that the worst problem you or your 
family comes home with is sand in 
everything! 

1, Pian ahead, Keep your menu 
simple and take only the amount of 
food you will use, Plan some take- 
along foods that do not require re- 
frigeration like peanut butter, hard 
cheeses, fruits and dried meats, Pack 
perishables in a cooler, 

If grilling is your thing, check 
ahead to make sure your beach area 
allows outdoor cooking, Consider 
buying your perishable food at a 
store near the beach and putting in in 
an ice-filled cooler, 

Ready-made sandwiches or 
cooked foods are fine too, Just put 
them in the cooler until you're ready 
to cat. 

2. Pack safe. At home, pack right 
from the refrigerator, Freeze sand- 
wiches ahead and add tomatoes, let- 
tuce and mayo later. Use an insulat- 
ed cooler with ice or frozen gel- 
packs to keep the temperature inside 
under 40°F, Note: Large blocks of 


ice melt more slowly than cubes. 

Put all perishables in one cooler; 
keep beverages and plain water in a 
separate cooler. This keeps the per- 
ishable foods safer as the drinks’ 
cooler is opened more. 

3. At the beach. When you've 
found the perfect spot--preferably 
away from wash containers, real 
magnets for flies and bees--put the 
coolers under a beach umbrella and 
cover them with blankets, Or you 
can partially bury the coolers in the 
sand, again shading them with a 
blanket and umbrella, 

Make sure everyone washes their 
hands before handling food or cat- 
ing. Moist towelettes or wash cloths 
in resealable bags are good when 
running water is not available. 

Put perishable foods back in the 
cooler right after eating; do not let 
them sit out even under the umbrella 
while you go for a swim, Perishable 
foods left out of refrigeration for 
over 2 hours--1 hour when it's 
above 90°F--are not safe and should 
be discarded. If insects are a real 
problem, there are netting devices 
available to place over food to keep 
it bug-free. Spray insect repellents 
away from the food. 

4. Leftovers? If there is still ice 
in the cooler when you get home, 
and the food did not sit out for over 
1 hour, the food is okay to save, If 
the cold source has melted or is only 
cool, do not use any of the perisha- 
ble leftovers.

Board members approved drafts 
revising the Student Code of Con- 
duct and a proposed Parent/Student 
Information Guide. 

The committees working on the 
revisions for the Code of Conduct 
and the Information Guide were

The Elba police have arrested an 
Elba woman in connection to the re- 
cent bomb threats at Hardee’s and 
Elba General Hospital and Nursing 
Home.

The break in the investigation of 
the above incident came on Satur- 
day, June 11, when police answered 
a complaint at Hardee’s concerning 
a bomb threat.

not to move the ATTC, 

The move would have meant a 
loss of 250 jobs at Ft. Rucker and 
would have affected more than 1,000 
individuals, 

“After meeting with Secretary 
West earlier this year, I am delighted 
that he made the correct decision re- 
garding the ATTC,” said Shelby. 

“With more than 95 percent of all 
the Army’s aviation testing conduct- 
ed at a minimal cost at Ft. Rucker,

the most logical, cost-effective deci- 
sion the Secretary could make is to 
allow Ft. Rucker to keep these jobs.” 

Shelby expressed hope that this 
decision will be followed by one that 
will allow for the consolidation of 
aviation testing and undergraduate 
helicopter pilot training at Ft. Rucker 
as well, 

Sen. Howell Heflin said, “This is 
great news and we are delighted by 
the fact that ATTC will stay in Ala- 


ama. 

“T believe this decision is larger 
than just 200 Alabama jobs it saves. 
It underscores the Army’s continued 
confidence in Ft. Rucker as the Avi- 
ation Center of Excellence.” 

Needless to say, Congressman 
ea? Everett was also pleased with 
the Secretary’s decision. 

Everett announced that West has 
not only agreed to keep ATTC at Ft. 
Rucker, but has decided to transfer 
the ATTC’s Airworthiness Qualifi- 
cation Test Directorate to Ft. Ruck- 
er, At the present time, it is located 
at Edward Air Force Base.

FIVE COMMISSIONERS SIGN CONSENT DECREE TWO DOES NOT 


Commission approves resurfacing plan

Coffee County Commission 
meeting in regular session Monday, 
approved a resurfacing plan for three 
county roads. Also, the commission, 
or fatlier five commissioners, signed 
a consent decree on the Enterprise 
Courthouse lawsuit. This action took 
place behind closed doors! 

During the June 22nd meeting, 
County Engineer Randy Tindell pre- 
sented commissioners with seven op- 
tions on what roads could be resur- 
faced using federal funds. 

Tindell explained to the commis- 
sioners that he had reviewed the 
county’s paved roads (those that 
qualify for federal funding) and that 
he had prepared the different plans 
composed of roads in the most need 
of repair. 

He also reminded them that only 
$490,000.00 was available for the re- 
surfacing projects. 

Although the commissioners had 
two weeks to study the different 
plans, they could not readily agree 
on a plan Monday morning.

Commissioner Wendell Black, af- 
ter asking Tindell which plan he rec- 
ommended, made a motion that plan 
“H” be accepted. Commissicner 
Bermest Brooks seconded Black’s 
motion, but it was defeated by a 5-2 
vote, 

Commissioncr Robert Stephens 
voiced his opinion that the commis- 
sioners should vote on all the op- 
tions, and that the one receiving the 
most votes should be followed. 

Commissioner Wendell Black 
Stated that he felt the commission 
should follow the recommendation 
of the engineer, 

“We've got a professional engi- 
neer that is suppose to know what he 
is doing. I hope he does! And, the 
roads [in plan H] are grading the 
lowest and if we’re not going to sur- 
face the roads that have the highest 
traffic impact - I don’t know what 
we're paying him for!” said Black. 

Later, after signing bills and a 
long “private session,” commission- 
ers agreed on a resurfacing plan - 
Plan I - anew one. 

The new plan involves three 
roads. They are as follows: County 
Road 617 will be resurfaced from 
Co. Rd. 636 to Co. Rd. 606; County 
Road 367 (Taylor Mill Road) will be 
resurfaced from AL 203 (Elba By- 
pass) to AL Hwy. 141; and County 
Road 105 will be resurfaced from 


} Co. Rd. 107 to 114. 


During the general business ses- 
sion, Commissioner Stephens eluded 
to a pending lawsuit against the 
county which contends that the En- 
terprise Courthouse is not accessible 


to handicapped persons and does not 
meet ADA (American Disability 
Act) standards. 


Several weeks ago, commission- 
ers, along with their lawyers, met 
with the plantiff’s attorney and a fed- 
eral judge in Montgomery, in at- 
tempt to reach an agreement. 

Monday morning, during an ex- 
tended break in the regular commis- 
sion meeting, commissioners, along 
with their attomey, reviewed the 


consent decree which evolved from 
the meeting in Montgomery. 

Although the terms of the decree 
are not available to the public - at 
this time - five commissioners 
signed the consent decree while two, 
Commissioners Stephen and Black, 
did not. 

Stephens felt that the county had 
taken all necessary steps to bring the 
Enterprise Courthouse in compliance 
with the ADA standards. The one 
exception being lowering the coun- 
ters in the offices. Work was halted 
after the lawsuit was brought against 
the county. 

It was noted by Stephens that all 
of the renovations were made - to 
both courthouses - based on plans 
drawn up by two architects (one is a 
handicapped person). 

Also, the county held seminars 
for all county employees to advise 
tiem on what should be done to as- 
sist handicapped persons wishing to 
transact business in any county facil- 


ity. 

“We [the county] are willing to 
do whatever is necessary to make 
both courthouses accessible to all 
handicapped persons,” said Ste- 
phens, 

Last meeting, a committee was 
appointed to further study the adop- 
tion of a drug policy for the county. 

Tindell reported that the commit- 
tee had met and its recommendation 
was that the county continue as it 
has in the past with one exception. 
That being, that all CDL (Commer- 
cial Driver’s License) holders be 
tested for drugs as required by DOT 
(Department of Transportation) reg- 
ulations. 

The recommendation received a 
motion and second, but after several 
minutes of discussion, the motion 
was tabled until the next meeting, 

The county's attorney, Kenneth 
Fuller, is to get with Tindell and fur- 
ther review the drug policy before a 
final decision is made,
